(UPI) — An incident described as a “ bad 
situation’’ has lead to assault charges against Trinity’s 
mayor and attempted murder charges against a county 
commissioner 
The district attorney’s office filed the charges against 
Mayor Joe Chandler and 
Commissioner Dean 
Price 
following an investigation of a brawl at a tavern partly 
owned by Price. 
"We've got a bad situation here,’’ said Allen Mosser, 
assistant editor of the Trinity Standard, a weekly newspaper 
in the town north of Huntsville. 
"It isn t out of the ordinary,’’ he said of the latest criminal 
charges against the two officials. “Things like this have 
been going on for some time.’’ 
Price was charged with attempting to murder a Sam 
Houston State University student. Chandler was charged 
with aggravated assault on another student and carrying a 
prohibited weapon (a slapjack) where alcoholic beverages 
are sold 
Chandler has also been charged with assaulting an 
assistant editor of the newspaper during an interview and is 
awaiting trial. 
Both men posted $1,000 bonds and were released. Both 
have refused to comment on the charges. 
Joe Housson, 20, said he was stabbed in the back twice 
during an argument at the club A friend. John Marek. 24 
said he was hit over the head. Neither was hospitalized 
The two said an employe was accidentally hit by a door as 
they were coming out of a restroom. Words were exchanged 
and Price’s son allegedly drew a pistol 
Housson said he grabbed the man s arm and attempted to 
take the pistol from him. Marek was then allegedly hit with a 
slapjack and the two were shoved outside where Housson 
said he was stabbed in the back 
No arrests were made the night of the brawl

AT&T Plans Vigorous Fight 


Government Claims Ma Bell Is Monopoly

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
In the largest antitrust 
action ever, the government 
is moving to break up the 
Bell System and its cen­ 
t e r p i e c e , 
A m e r i c a n 
Telephone & Telegraph, for 
alledgedly monopolizing the 
telecommunications 
busi­ 
ness in the United States. 
The Justice Department 
filed civil suit Wednesday in 
Federal District Court here 
against AT&T, the world’s 
largest privately held cor­ 
poration. 
and 
two 
key 
s u b s id ia r ie s 
W estern 
Electric Co. Inc. and Bell 
Laboratories Inc. 
The government is trying 
to force AT&T to give up 
Western 
Electric, its 
ex­ 
clusive manufacturing arm, 
plus some of its interstate 
telephone network, in order 
to promote competition and 


possibly reduce consumer 
rates. 
The corporation promptly 
served 
notice 
it 
would 
vigorously fight the case. 
“ We are confident we are not 
in violaton of the antitrust 
laws and we are astonished 
that 
the 
Justice 
Depart­ 
ment would take its present 
action 
with 
apparent 
disregard for its impact on 
the pub lic," said AT&T 
Chairman John D. deButts in 
a statement from New York 
He said the government 
action 
"could 
lead 
to 
fragm entation of respo n­ 
sibility for the nation's 
telephone network 
If that 
happens, telephone service 
would deteriorate and cost 
much, much more.’’ 
Attorney General William 
B. Saxbe replied: “ I am fully 
aware of the service that the 
Bell System has provided. 
Nevertheless. I believe the 
law' must be enforced.’’ 
The case threatens to be 
long, complex and costly for 
all 
p arties 
involved. 
A 
Justice Department lawyer 
predicted that the trial 


would not begin for at least 
three years. If all avenues of 
appeal are used, a final 
decision might not emerge 
until the 1980s 
In 1949, the government 
brought a much narrower 
antitrust suit aganst AT&T 
That case was eight years in 
litigation 
before 
being 
settled out of court 
In the present case, the 
three 
defendants 
are 
charged 
with 
“combining 
and 
conspiring 
to 
monopolize, attempting to 
r n o n o p o l i z e 
a n d 
m o n o p o l i z i n g 
t h e 
telecommunications service 
and equipment m arkets’’ in 
violation of the Sherman 
antitrust law. 
As a result, “purchasers .. 
have

Specifically, the depart 
ment said AT&T had “ob

The complaint also said 
AT&T directed most of its 
customers to buy equipment 
from Western Electric, its 
wholly owned subsidiary. 
The department hopes to 
divide Western Electric into 
two or m ore com peting 
firms in order to provide

telecommunications

The Justice Department

theless, the 23 local Bell- 
affiliated firms that provide

Then on Oct. 28, a nine- 
year-old girl and a 22-year- 
old man were shot as they 
passed the camp in cars. 
More than 50 state police 
surrounded the area. The 
Indians refused to let them 
in and said they would talk 
only with the President of 
the United States or his 
representative. 
Speaking from his own 
reservation, Onondaga Chief 
Oren Lyons lent his support. 
“The treaty singed in 1794 
between the big Six Nation 
Confederacy and the United 
States 
establishes 
a 
procedure to settle injuries. 
This is the procedure that 
must be followed,” he said. 
Edward Cabell, a federal 
mediator, entered the talks 
with the Indians and in­ 
vestigators were allowed 
into the camp. The tension 
eased. Only a few state 
policemen keep watch on the 
camp. The Indians say they 
prefer to settle it in court but 
still insist President Ford 
should intervene. 
While a truce prevails, the 
Indians are preparing for a 
long stay. 
There is fear among many 
white residents. 
“There’s only one road out 
of here and that’s by those 
Indians,” said Doug Bennett 
of Big Moose. “ We could be

“ In the move from the 
laboratory 
beaker to 
the 
tank 
stage 
we hope 
to 
establish the limits of the 
concept,” Mennaghan said. 
The tank being constructed 
will be approximately 50 feet 
long, four feet wide and four 
feet deep. It will be the 
“ sea” and the water running 
through it will be able to 
travel at four knots for ex­ 
perimental purposes. 
“ We 
w ill 
be 
testing 
dispersal, 
re trie v a l 
and 
disposal concepts,” M en­ 
naghan said. 
Dispersal of the cotton is in 
itself tricky, said Halligan. 
“ It cannot be dumped on 
the oil coated water, but 
must be spread in a very fine 
gauze 
like 
la yer 
seven 
thousandths of a foot thick,” 
Halligan said. “ That’s about 
the same thickness as the 
width of a gnat’s eyebrow.” 
The short staple, weak, 
spotted fibers which are a 
drag on the textile market 
have a 
peculiarly superb 
quality 
when crisscrossed 
over the oil slick because 
they form capillary bridges 
which pick up the oil and 
hold it between the fibers. 
“ The cotton 
does 
not 
absorb the oil into the fiber,” 
Ball said. “ But it absorbs by 
holding 
the 
oil 
in 
the 
capillary bridges.” 
At this stage the concept 
calls for using a blower to 
spread the cotton over the 
oily water, first ringing the 
slick to contain it and then 
spreading the entire surface 
with the cotton. 
“ The next step will be to 
sweep up the mass of cotton 
with the oil clinging to it, and 
early tests indicate that the 
layer does not disintegrate 
but tends to hold together,” 
said Mennaghan. 


“ In disposing of the mop, 
the oil could be wrung from 
the cotton, or the cotton oil 
mix could be disposed of in 
combination —possibly by 
in cin eratio n ,” 
he 
said. 
“ Cotton is almost entirely 
cellulose 
and 
so 
is 
biodegradable, making dis­ 
posal 
easier 
on 
the 
en­ 
vironment than might be 
possible 
with 
synthetic 
products.” 


Mennaghan sdid the cotton 
has an absorption rate of 
anywhre from 15 to 250 per 
cent better than the syn­ 
thetic m aterials now used 
for oil slick cleanups. 


“ The supply of cotton 
wasties can be estimated at 
about 
224,000 bales 
per 
year,” he said, “ and this 
quantity 
would 
have 
the 
capacity 
for 
holding 
ap­ 
proximately 400 million gal­ 
lons of oil, on a conservative 
basis.”
